BLIND TO OPPOSITION 
The people of M&glc Valley, mindful of the 
Importonoe-or our aouthem Idaho water re- 
Aourees, Bhould be Interested in Information 
which the National Reclamation association 
has brought to light In connection with recent 
hearings on the proposed Columbia valley 
authority. 

"Evidently the President had become some- 
what disturbed over objectlona registered by 
various governors In the west to any author- 
ity legislation," the association's most recent 
bulletin points out. "As a result a special 
delegation headed by Congressmen Hugh 
Mitchell and Henry Jackson, both from the 
' atate of Washington, made on airplane trip 
to the Pacific norUiwpst to get 'reactions.' In- 
; eluded In the delegation besides the two 
: congressmen, were five members of the com- 
mittee' to which the President has assigned 
' the task of drafting a CVA bill. It was par- 
. tIcularJy noted that no representative of the 
; corps of engineers accompanied the group. 

"Conferences were held In Boise, Seattle 
: and Portland. In Boise where 31 represenU- 
' lives of water users and various organizations 
: participated In the conferenco, not one gavo 
approval to any CVA proposal. In Seattle the 
group refused to meet with opponenU of CVA 
— confining thilr conferences with 'special 
groups they thought favorable', and It ts re- 
ported that they received 'no encouragement 
from any «ourc« except left wing groups'. 
In Portland mora of an open meeting was 
held. Members of the Washington delegation 
expreased surprise 'at the extent of the oppo- 
■lUon'. They reiterated, however, that they 
would complete Che Job of drawing a CVA 
bUl. Both the governor of Oregon and tho 
mayor of Poruand ^glstered strong opposi- 
tion. 

Amply JusUfled wu the strong protest sent 
to President Truman by the BeatUe Chamber 
of Commerce against the 'closed' hearing 
held In SeatUe. It had been announced In 
advance that the federal officials would con- 
sult only pwrsoni favorable to the CVA. There 
would be DO time to hear opponents of the 
plan. The chamber asked the President 
whether this was a sample of the methods 
the authority, U created, would pursue. 

"T^it protest brought results. When the 
party of Whlt« House aides and federal de 
partment repraienUUves held a hearing In 
PorUand on this subject, the next day. a 
number of opponenU of the measure wen 
admitted. Tht Washington, D. C, group 
learned that plenty el oppoalUoo to the CVA 
does exist In the Pacific northwest. The in- 
cident In SeatUe had not helped to dispel IL" 

You may draw your own conclusions from 
this Information which the National Recla- 
mation association has brought to our atten- 
tion. 

Instead of endearortng to get a true cross 
•ccUoo of public opinion, In keeping with the 
principles of our democracy, the government 
apparenuy u foUowlng a dlcUlorlal poUcy of 
"seeing no opposition. Hearing no opposition 
snd recognWng no opposlUon to a CVA."
